Atlor further discussion tho Mayor lielil 


a consultation with several gentlom'cn in the 
rear of Iho platform, nnd then raid: "I 
have requested you to peaceably leavo tbo 
hull and yon have refused ; I havo now lo 
say that you can remain." 


Another delegate moved that Ihoso also 


who Leld tickets from Iho Klnto Committee 
bo admitted. 


This was discussed at considerable- length 


and a good deal of confusion onsued.

One dollar an hour is charged for ouo of the 
sailboals, which is not as high ns it looks, 
especially when taken inlo eonsidr-atton that 
this sum includes the services of a boatman, 
who steers and manages tho craft; and it 
should also bo understood lhat Iho person 
who hires it has iho privilege of inviting as 
many persona as- Iho boal will contain, nnd 
it frequently occurs that no Ies3 than Ihirly 
persons aro nccomodatcd at Iho ralo of $1 
an hour, or about threo cents per head. 
Thia does appear lo be reasonable, but 
everybody who hires a boat does not cara to 
mmo all his or her friends. 
It 13 thought 


that tho boatmen would bo moro generally 
employed if thoy would regulate their scale 
of prices somewhat, so that if one person 
desired a sail thoy can have that pleasure at 
n reasonable rate. 
This would give more 


general satisfaction, and would in the end 
work to the pecuniary interest of the boaU 
man.

SIMPLE WATKIt TESTS. 


Tbo complete analysin of polnblo water 


requires much cheujioil skill, but llie uioro 
common impurities may bo detected by 
comparatively simple tests. 
Certain dele- 


terious salts 
may thus bo recognized. 


Among tbese are the citrates, whoso prcs 
encb is chiefly significant ns showing that 
organic matter bas been acted upon and 
may b« present. Tlta danger is uot in tbo 
sjits themselves bat in their saurco, which 
should, if possible, bo ascertained. To cs. 
amino water for nitrates, put i\ small quan- 
tity of It in a lest tube ; add nn equal quan- 
litj of pure sulphuric acid, using caro so 
that the fluids ehall not mij ; fo this add 
csrtfullj ( few drops of a saturated soln. 
tion of sulphate of iron. 
The stratum 


where the two fluids meet will, if nitric 
•nid be present, slow a purple, nftcrirards 
i brown coior. If Iho nitric acid bo iu 
Ltiinnte quantities, a reddish color 
trill re- 


' solt. The presence of ammonia, if in ei- 
• cess, can be determined by treating the 
water with a small quantity of polassio 
hydrate. Ammonia, 
if present, will be 


liberated and may be recognized by Its 
odor, or by tho white, fumes of chloride of 
ammonium 
wbon a gloss-rod wot with 


ninriatio ecid is passed over the month of 
the teat tube. If chlorine is present in any 
form in water used for drinking, It is ovi- 
dence that sewage contamination In some 
form exists. The presence and amount of 
chlorine may be ascertained by the follow- 
ing simple method: 
Tako 0 grains of 


nitrate of silver, chemically pure, and dis- 
solve it in 200 units (say cubic centimetres) 
of distilled water. One unit of the solution 
will represent 1-100th of a grain of chlorine. 
Take a small measured 
quantity of the 


water to ba examined and put it into a 
glass vessel more than large enough to hold 
it. 
Add to tho water a small quantity of 


the solution ; if chlorine be present n white 
precipitate will result. 
Itepeat tbo addi- 


tion, after xhort intervals, until no precipi- 
tate results The units of tuo solution used 
will determine the hvudredtba of a grain of 
chlorine- present. 
If more tuau a grain of 


chlorine In a gallon bo present, reject tho 
water, unless k can be clearly determined 
that the excess does not conic from eeivagc. 
The- water should bo slightly acidulated 
with nitric acid before the lest Is applied. 


Sereral years ago we described ond com- 


mended Heisch'ssugar test for the pres- 
ence of dangerous organic matter,, hut it is 
worth repbating in tbis connection, being 
at once simple and trustworthy. 
Place a 


quantity of the water in a clean, glass- 
stoppered bottle ; add a tew grains of pure 
sugar and expose it to tho light iu a win 
dow of a warm room. It the- wp.ter be- 
comes turbid even after 
exposure for n 


week, reject it; if it remains clear it is 
safe.—[Journal of Chemistry. 


A DUMB DOG.
